Each State will be eutitled to a repre­ 
sentation equal to double its number 
of Senators and representatives in the 
Congress of the United States and the 
Territory of Colorado whose admission 
in July as a State will give it a vote 
in the next electoral college, is also in­ 
vited-to send delegates to the conven­ 
tion. Democratic conservatives and 
other citizens of the United States, ir­ 
respective of past political connections, 
desiring to co-operate w ith the Demo­ 
cratic party in its efforts ami objects, 
are cordially invited to join in send­ 
ing delegates to the national conven­ 
tion. Co-operation is desired from ail 
persons who would change from the 
adm inistration that has been suffered.

He has confessed and surrendered the 
monev. 


Advancing Backward. 


As m ight have been expected, the 
Expt ess is endeavoring to escape the 
self stultifying position in which it 
has placed itself on tho fraudulent ti­ 
tle question, by im itating the peculiar 
movement of the crawfish when it ad­ 
vances backward w ith its tail ahead. 
It now attempts to dodge tho issue by 
writing long hom ilies on the injury 
which will be worked on innocent pur­ 
chasers through a setting aside of the 
patents issued by the Government to 
such giants as the Lomos de Santiago. 
To those who have read the opinion of 
Secretary C h a n d l e r , the transpar­ 
ency of this position is so apparent as 
to need neither comment or explana­ 
tion. The Secretary explicitly says 
that the evidence is conclusive that 
the present owners of the land were 
aware of the fraudulent means by 
which the grant had b"en increased in 
area when they became its purchasers. 
He then proceeds to advise that in the 
setting aside of patents known to have 
been obtained by fraud, care should be 
taken not to trespass on the rights of 
innocent purchasers. This disposesrof 
the rodomontade iu Senator J o n e s ’ 
elephant, on those who have purchased 
parts of the grants in good faith and 
without 
a 
knowledge 
that 
the 
patents had been obtained through 
representations not sustained by the 
facts. 
In the opinion of the Secretary 
no man who is an innocent purchaser 
of a farm in the Lomos de Santiago, 
or any other grant, should be dis­ 
turbed. The 
innocent 
purchaser’s 
plea is perhaps made in the interest of 
Senator J o n e s , but the fact that at 
the opening of the lot sale iu Santa 
Monica the agent of the company an­ 
nounced that they would not give pur­ 
chasers a warrant aud defend deed, 
is indicative that Mr. J o n e s became 
part owner of Santa Monica and San 
Vicente ranches with the full knowl­ 
edge that the titles were clouded and 
that, sooner or later, they would come 
up for settlement. 
We will also re­ 
mind our cotemporary that in i s spe­ 
cial pleadings it has overlooked the 
fact that the dispute about the title to 
lands iu whtcli its master is interest­ 
ed is net one in which the government 
is concerned. It is a question in which 
only private parties are contestants, 
and is as dissimilar from the case of 
the Lomas de Santiago as the Express 
is unlike an intelligent and respecta­ 
ble newspaper. W hen we get down 
to the substratum of the question we 
find that it is only those who are hold­ 
ing land to which they know their 
title is not good wTho are crying out 
against investigation. The argument 
of the J o n e s foundling that though a 
grant may have been originally void, 
and the boundaries extended from 
four to eleven leagues, it should not 
now be disturbed, is similar to that of 
a Police Court shyster who, after hav­ 
ing received the stolen goods as a fee, 
sets up a plea of not guilty and main­ 
tains the innocence of his client. 
It 
is an exhibition of moral turpitude 
that disgusts all light-minded men. 


Railroad Progress. 


The tim e is near at hand when the 
gap in the railroad between this city 
and Ban Francisco, will lie so insig- 
niticent that the stages will traverse 
it in a few hours. 
One year ago the 
company fixed on the Fourth of next 
July as the day on which they would 
give us a continuous rail to the me­ 
tropolis, and the indications now are 
that they will redeem their promise. 
W ithin the next ten clays tunnel No. 
5, in Tehachape Pass, w ill be comple­ 
ted. 
This tunnel has been the bar to 
progress in track laying for some time. 
The other tunnels and the road bed 
through the pass are ready for the tics 
and iron, and in a fortnight the work 
of track laying will go forward at the 
rate of two or three miles per day. 
Once through the pass, the couutry 
for a long distance is level, and but 
little work is necessary to prepare the 
bed for the ties and rails. Iu Solidad 
Pass every available grader is at work 
and before the track reaches that pass 
the grading will be completed. 
It is 
safe to say that by the middle of May 
the road will be completed to the 
Northeastern end of Ban Fernando 
tunnel. 
It is now being operated 
from this city to the Southwestern 
end. Thus it w ill be seen that before 
two months have elapsed the gap be­ 
tween the two ends of the road will 
not exceed two or three miles. 
The 
Superintendent of the San Fernando 
tunnel is confident he will have it 
completed by the first of July. The 
company have now at Caliente, and 
enroute to that place, rails and ties 
sufficient to build one hundred and 
twenty-five miles of road—the num­ 
ber of miles to build to clo9e the gap 
is one hundred 
and 
twenty-four. 
Meanwhile the Southern Pacific track 
East of this city is streching toward 
the Colorado. The cars are running to 
W hitewater station 
in 
the desert 
one hundred and fifteen miles from 
tbis city, and soon another section of 
twenty miles will be completed be­ 
yond that point. It is the purpose of 
the company to have the road finished 
and iu operation to the Colorado river 
by Fall. They will not stop there,but 
will push on Eastward until a connec­ 
tion is made with some road running 
Westward.

After several roll-ca.is on an ad­ 
journment the Senate adjourned. 
The greater part of the day was con­ 
sumed in desultory discussion, and 
but little was done towards clearing 
the file. 
There are 67 bills on the 
general file and four special orders 
awaiting the consideration of tho Sen­ 
ate. 
The Assembly met at 11 a . m. 
Heinsliaw, from the Committee on 
Public 
Expenditures 
reported 
ut 
lenth, that the Committee had con­ 
sidered 
the accounts presented for 
newspapers and periodicals furnished 
the members in accordance with res­ 
olutions passed to that effect. 
After 
careful investigation and comparison 
they were compelled to reduce many 
of the accounts charged as being exor­ 
bitant although not unusual during 
Legislative sessions. They were at a 
loss to know why Legislators should 
be compelled to pay unusual prices for 
newspapers simply because they were 
Legislators, unless it be on the plea 
generally urged, that 
the 
money 
conies out of the State Treasury, a 
plea that should not be allowed to pre­ 
vail any longer. 
The Committee feel 
assured that tho press will take great 
pleasure in commending the economy 
exhibited, and which they, the press, 
so 
continually 
proclaim 
as 
the 
demand of the people of the State. 
They call attention to the fact that 
the reductions made are strictly in ac­ 
cordance with the advertised rate9 of 
said newspapers. 
Among the claims 
presented was that of the San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin for 5313, of which 5204 
was allowed; the San Francisco Chron­ 
icle for 5192, of which $146 was al­ 
lowed; the Record-Union for $610, of 
which $422 was allowed; the Alta for 
$125, $92 of which was allowed; the 
Han Francisco Cull for $125, $102 of 
which was allowed; and the Jolly Gi­ 
ant for $420, which was reduced to 
$250, and upwards of thirty others of 
the interior press, whose claims in 
many instances were exorbitant, all 
of which were reduced to a just allow­ 
ance. 
The sum totel of the demands 
amounted to upwards of 52,027, while 
the amount allowed by the Committee 
was $1,592.

W i t h the.exceptioa of the few who 
expect to hold office under it, we 
have yet to find a man who favors the 
passage of what Is known as M cCo n­ 
n e l l ’s Irrigation Bill. All concede 
that it is unjust in its provisions and 
imposes a heavy tax on the farmer 
without giving him anything like an 
adequate return therefor. A number 
of remonstrances against the passage 
of this bill have already been sent to 
the delegation, and w e advise the 
farming community tocontiuue in the 
good work. To pass the bill as it now 
reads will be to create an ouerous law 
from which only those who enforce its 
provisions will reap a benefit. We 
need legislation on irrigation, but it 
is legislation that will benefit the cul­ 
tivators of the soil, not oppress them.

Advancing Backward. 


As might have been expected, the 
Exp) ess is endeavoring to escape the 
self stultifying position in which it 
has placed itself on tho fraudulent ti­ 
tle question, by imitating the peculiar 
movement of the crawfish when it ad­ 
vances backward with its tail altead. 
It now attempts to dodge the issue by 
writing long homilies on the injury 
which will be worked on innocent pur­ 
chasers through a setting aside of the 
patents issued by the Government to 
such grants as the Lomos de Santiago. 
To those who luive read the opinion of 
Secretary C h a n d l e r , the transpar­ 
ency of this position is so apparent as 
to need neither comment or explana­ 
tion. The Secretary exulicitly says 
that the evidence is conclusive that 
the present owners of the land were 
aware of the fraudulent means by 
which the grant had b“en increased in 
area when they became its purchasers. 
He then proceeds to advise that in the 
setting aside of patents known to have 
been obtained by fraud, care should be 
taken not to trespass on the rights of 
innocent purchasers. This disposesrof 
the rodomontade iu Senator J o n e s ’ 
elepnant, on those who have purchased 
parts of the grants in good faith and 
without a knowledge 
that the 
patents had been obtained through 
reprcsentatious not sustained by the 
facts. In the opinion of the Secretary 
no man who is an innocent purchaser 
of a farm in the Lomos de Santiago, 
or any other grant, should be dis­ 
turbed. The innocent purchaser’s 
plea is perhaps made in the interest of 
Senator J o n e s , but the fact that at 
the opening of the lot sale iu Santa 
Monica the agent of the company an­ 
nounced that they would not give pur­ 
chasers a warrant and defend deed, 
is indicative that Mr. J o n e s became 
part owner of Santa Monica and San 
Vicente ranches with the full knowl­ 
edge that the titles were clouded and 
that, sooner or later, they would come 
up for settlement. We will u!.-o re­ 
mind our cotemporary that in i s spe­ 
cial pleadings it has overlooked the 
fact that the dispute about the title to 
lands iu wüicli its master is interest­ 
ed is not one in which the government 
is concerned. It is a question in which 
only private parties are contestants, 
and is as dissimilar from the case of 
the Lomas de Santiago as the Express 
is unlike an intelligent and respecta­ 
ble newspaper. When we get down 
to the substratum of the question we 
find that it is only those who are hold­ 
ing land to which they know their 
title is not good who are crying out 
against investigation. The argument 
of the J o n e s foundling that though a 
grant may have been originally void, 
and the boundaries extended from 
four to eleven leagues, it should not 
now be disturbed, is similar to that of 
a Police Court shyster who, after hav­ 
ing received the stolen goods as a fee, 
sets up a plea of not guilty and main­ 
tains the innocence of his client. It 
is an exhibition of moral turpitude 
that disgusts all right-minded men. 


Railroad Progress. 


The time is near at hand when the 
gap in the railroad between this city 
and San Francisco, will he so insig- 
nificent that the stages will traverse 
it in a few hours. One year ago the 
company fixed on the Fourth of next 
July as the day on which they would 
give us a continuous rail to the me­ 
tropolis, and the indications now are 
that they will redeem their promise. 
Within the next ten days tunnel Xo. 
5, in Tehachape Pass, will be comple­ 
ted. This tunnel lias been the bar to 
progress in track laying lor some time. 
The other tunnels and the road bed 
through the pass are ready for the ties 
and iron, and in a fortnight the work 
of track laying will go forward at the 
rate of two or three miles per day. 
Once through the pass, the country 
for a long distance is level, and but 
little work is necessary to prepare the 
bed for the ties and rails. Iu Solidad 
Pass every available grader is at work 
and before the track reaches that pass 
the grading will be completed. It is 
safe to say that by the middle of May 
the road will be completed to the 
Northeastern end of San Fernando 
tunnel. It is now being operated 
from this city to the Southwestern 
end. Thus it will be seen that before 
two months have elapsed the gap be­ 
tween the two ends of the road will 
not exceed two or three miles. The 
Superintendent of the San Fernando 
tunnel is confident he will have it 
completed by the first of July. The 
contpauy have now at Caliente, and 
enroute to that place, rails and ties 
sufficient to build one hundred and 
twenty-five miles of road—the num­ 
ber of miles to build to close the gap 
is one hundred and twenty-four. 
Meanwhile the Southern Pacific track 
East of this city is streching toward 
the Colorado. The cars are running to 
Whitewater station in the desert 
one hundred and fifteen miles from 
this city, and soon another section of 
twenty miles will be completed be­ 
yond that point. It is the purpose of 
the company to have the road finished 
and in operation to the Colorado river 
by Fall. They will not stop there,but 
will push on Eastward until a connec­ 
tion is made with some road running 
Westward. This is a favorable show­ 
ing for Southern California.

S a c r a m e n t o , Feb. 24th.—The Sen­ 
ate met at ten o’clock. 
After a little preliminary business 
the Semite took up for consideration 
the general lile and acted upon it as 
follows: 
The bill authorizing the widening 
Dupont street, San Francisco. After 
much discussion and amendment in 
the Committee of the Whole,tlie rules 
having been suspended, tlie bill was 
passed. 
Flint called up the Assembly bill, 
re-incorporating Salinas City, and the 
rules were suspended and tlie bill 
passed. 
Tlie Assembly bill providing for the 
managementof the Nupa Insane Asy­ 
lum and reorganizing tlie Board of 
Trustees thereof by legislating the 
present Board out of office, after being 
read at length was passed by a vote of 
30 aye9 to 6 uoes. 
McCune introduced a bill providing 
that all lists of property made for the 
Assessor shall contain the list of all 
property owned by the person assessed 
on the first Monday in March of each 
j e ir. 
After several roll-cuiis on an ad­ 
journment tlie Senate adjourned. 
The greater part of the day was con­ 
sumed in desultory discussion, and 
but little was done towards clearing 
tlie file. There are 07 hills on the 
general file and four special orders 
awaiting the consideration of the Sen­ 
ate.The Assembly met at 11a. m. 
Heinsbaw, from tlie Committee on 
Public Expenditures reported 
ut 
lenih, that the Committee had con­ 
sidered the accounts presented for 
newspapers and periodicals furnished 
the members in accordance with res­ 
olutions passed to that effect. After 
careful investigation and comparison 
they were compelled to reduce many 
of the accounts charged as being exor­ 
bitant although not unusual during 
Legislative sessions. They were a ta 
loss to know why Legislators should 
be compelled to pay unusual prices for 
newspapers simply because they were 
Legislators, unless it be on the plea 
generally urged, that the money 
conies out of the State Treasury, a 
plea that should not be allowed to pre­ 
vail any longer. The Committee feel 
assured tliut the press will take great 
pleasure in commending the economy 
exhibited, and which they, tlie press, 
so continually proclaim as tlie 
demand of tlie people of the State. 
They call attention to the fact that 
the reductions made are strictly in ac­ 
cordance with the advertised rates of 
said newspapers. Among the claims 
presented was that of the San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin for $313, of which $204 
was allowed; the San Francisco Chron­ 
icle for $192, of which $140 was al­ 
lowed; the Record-Union for $610, of 
which $422 was allowed; the Alta for 
$125, $92 of which was allowed; the 
San Francisco Call for $125, $102 of 
which was allowed; and the Jolly Gi­ 
ant for $420, which was reduced to 
$250, and upwards of thirty others of 
tlie interior press, whose claims in 
many instances were exorbitant, all 
of which were reduced to a just allow­ 
ance. Tiie sum totel of the demands 
amounted to upwards of $2,027, while 
the amount allowed by the Committee 
was $1,592. 
A resolution was adopted concurring 
in tlie report of the committee, and 
; ordering ilie sums which they recom­ 
mended. 
Harding, from tlie Committee on 
Centennial Affairs, reported back 
without recommendation the bill ap­ 
propriating moneys for the represen­ 
tation of California scenery and curi­ 
osities at the Centennial exhibition. 
Hart gave notice of the early intro­ 
duction of bills making it a misde­ 
meanor for railroads in this State to 
require passengers to obtain tickets 
before starting upon their journey, al­ 
so making it a misdemeanor for them 
to discriminate upon the fares of pas­ 
sengers, who do not obtain tickets im­ 
mediately upou starting for any par­ 
ticular place. 
Billswere introduced by Hayne au­ 
thorizing the Board of Travel and of 
Lompoc School District in Santa Bar­ 
bara county, to issue bonds for the 
erection of school houses, also an act 
for tlie relief of N. A. Covarrubias, 
Sheriff of Santa Barbara county. 
The Constitutional Convention ques­ 
tion was made a special order for 
March 1st. 
Upon consideration of general file 
the House indefinitely postponed 
Laine’s bill repealing the libel law, 
and pasned the act regulating the use 
of artesian wells and preventing the 
waste of subterranean waters.
